Salt Lake City Police Seek to Learn |

UNREPORTED 23 DAYS 


Old Superstition Inspires Fear 
for Safety of Owners and 
Crew of Six.

NEW YORK, July 30.—Fears for 
the safety of the racing yazht 
Azara, Which has failed to arrive 


in Santander, Spain, were ex- 
pressed today by seamen, believers 
in a century-old superstition that 
shoal-draft vessels, such as the 
Azara, are unseaworthy. Just wv2- 
fore the start of the race to Spain 
July 7, part of the Azara’s crew de 
serted because of this superstition. 

The Azara, built in 1904 of 
bronze, was the smallest boat eri- 
tered in the Class A or larger boat 
division. It is a_ three-master. 
owned by a professional and ama- 
teur crew, in charge of the owners, 
George J. and Francis E. Balicr 
brothers. of Detroit, Mich. They 
sailed the boat to New York frum 
Detroit, traveling through = the 
Great Lakes, through the St. Law 
rence ana down the Atlantic coast 

The yacht, designed by A. Cary 
Smith, is 11 feet over all and 
83 feet water” line, with extreme 
breadth of 21.4 ’feet and raft of 
5.11 feet. The Elena, winner of 
the race, had a draft of 16.11 icet. 
The Azara is the only boat unsc- 
counted for

WASHINGTON, July 30.—Rail- 
roads carrying mail for the Postof- 
fice Department will receive an in- 
crease of approximately $15,000,- 
000 a year in pay under terms of 
an Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion order today, and in addition a 
lump sum of about $45,000,000 for 
underpayment which the commis- 
sion held the Government had 
made since July, 1925. 

A majority of the commission 
held that trunk line railroads were 
entitled to an increase of 15 er 
cent over the present compensa- 
tion to become effective Aug. 1. 

The petitions for the increase 
having been filed in July, 1925, 
the commission ruled that the 
carriers were entitled to collect 
the new rates from that time. In- 
dependent short lines operating 
over distances of under 100 miles 
were granted an increase of 80 per 
cent over their present compen- 
sation, but the commissioner re- 
fused to allow a change in the 
system of making mall rates and 
denied a railroad proposal] to group 
such charges by territory. Some 
minor changes were made in the 
present methods of calculating 
the mail charges. 

Commissioners Lewis, Porter. 
McManamy, Taylor and Eastman 
dissented in part or in whole from 
the majority ruling. Commission- 
er Lewis objected particularly to 
the retroactive award, while Com- 
missioners Eastman and .McMana- 
my declared that the accounting 
methods by which the increases 
were decided upon were unsound.

The increase of $15,000,000 a 
year in the allowance to the ca?- 
riers will, of course, increase the 
usual annual postal “deficit.”

Chamberlain Tells Commons 
Agrecment Will Be Submitted 
to Other Maritime Powers. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 30.—Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, the British Foreign 
Secretary, announced in the House 
of Commons today that Great 
Britain had reached a compromise 
with France over the naval dis- 
armament question. which would 
be submitted to the other naval 
Fowers and eventually to a dis- 
almament conference. 

Speaking of the Kellogg anti- 
war pact, the Foreign Secretary 
said it was a “recognition of the 
horror of war and the fact that 
war is something which slfbuld be 
only a last resort.

“We arp a united |* 
nation.” 

Mr. Coolidge denounced those

Otherwise, there was 
no reference to politics itn his 
Sabbath day address, the first he 
has delivered since leaving Waash- 
ington.

The Mandates Commission al- 
ready is informed that the Li- 
berian Labor Bureau recruits on 
an average of 100 workers daily 
for the Firestones.

Fears Policy of Britain. 

Washington is not the only Gov- 
ernment to suffer by the report. 
Great Britain’s intention to estab- 
lish the Dominion of British East 
Africa presages serious conse- 
quences for the natives, says 
Buell, pointing out that already 
Kenya Colony forces 35 per cent 
of the native male population to 
work for European farmers. He 
Says the future of East Africa 
rests in the hands of the Man- 
dates Commission. 

Buell charges that forced labor 
exists in all parts of the Belgian 
Congo, although the Belgian Gov- 
ernment “courageously endeavors 
to restrain the development of 
the industry for the salvation of 
the native population.” 

Premier Hertzog of the Union 
of South Africa also is praised for 
his efforts to solve the situation to 
the satisfaction of whites and Ne- 
groes. Ninety per cent of the ter- 
ritory in the Union of South 
Africa is in the hands of the white 
Persons, who constitute less than 
-5 per cent of the population.

Harvey S. Firestone Sr. Denies 

Loan Will Lead to Confiscation. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

AKRON, O., July 30.—Harvey 
S. Firestone Sr. characterizes 
charges lodged with the League of 
Nations at Geneva regarding the 
loan recently consummated  be- 
tween Liberia and the Firestone 
Tire and Rubber Co. as propagan- 
da, both European and political. 

He denied last night that the 
terms of the loan “closed the door’”’ 
commercially for the Negro repub- 
lic, and would eventually lead to 
the confiscation of land and a state 
of peonage among the natives. 

“There is absolutely no founda- 
tion to the charges that the loan 
closes the open door of the Repub- 
lic,” ‘he said. “There was no such 
thought in the minds of the Fire- 
stone officials when the Joan was 
made and I believe this is merely 
European propaganda, cut loose by 
those who object to the United 
States industries going into Africa 
and developing it. 

“As the Firestone company con- 
trolled only 1,000,000 acres in Li- 
beria and there are 42,000,900 acres 
of land available, it is obvious that 
no such scheme is contemplated.” 

He pointed out in the last three 
years the development in Liberia 
had exceeded that of any other 
country in the world. 

“If peonage means that proper 
wages are not paid workers and 
they are not free to leave their jobs 
whenever they may choose, no such 
state of near slavery will grow out 
of the loan,” the rubber magnate 
declared. “Their wages will  .e 
regular and adequate. In fact, it is 
only since we have gone into the 
country that they have had such a 
thing as a payroll. They are and 
will be just as free to quit their 
‘jobs ‘and seek other occupation -:* 
are the workers in our Akron fac- 
tories.”
